He announced he would deal “ ade­ 
quately” with it on his CBS radio 
newscast tonight (7:45 p. rn. EST). 
McCarthy

President Eisenhower although he 
said earlier he might reply to the

Executive 
who 
declared 
Wednesday that 
Flanders did

which 
also accused McCarthy of trying 
to “ shatter” the Republican P ar­ 
ty. 
But McCarthy did say he

In response to questions from 
his program host, MBS com men­ 
tator Fulton Lewis Jr., McCarthy 
attacked Stevenson’s now-celebra­

264 Persons Hit 
By Radioactive 
Dust in A-Blast 


No Burns, But 
Congressmen Demand 
Report on Incident 


WASHINGTON <t’R‘ 
The Sen­ 
ate House Committee on Atomic 
Energy has catted for a report on 
why 264 persons were accidentally 
spewn with radioactive dust during 
the recent atomic tests in the Pa­ 
cific, it w»as learned today. 
Committee 
members 
generally 
were inclined to blame a sudden 
change in weather conditions. 
But 
they want to he sure that no negli­ 
gence was involved. 
Informed sources revealed they 
asked the Atomic Energy Commis­ 
sion for a report Thursday night 
shortly after the AEC confirmed 
the incident, 
The commission said in a state­ 
ment that 264 persons, including 
28 Americans, were ‘‘unexpectedly 
exposed to 
radioactivity” during 
"routine atomic tests” in the Mar­ 
shall Islands 
They had been mov­ 
ed from neighboring atolls to Kwa- 
jalein Island "as a precautionary 
m easure.” 
‘‘There were no burns,” said the 
AEC. "All are reported well 
A ll­ 
er completion of the atomic tests, 
they 
will 
be 
returned 
to

homes.” 
The AEC announced the first of 
the 
current 
test 
explosions 
0t\ 
March I. 
Although it did not say 
what kind of shot it was, it is known 
that the primary purpose of the 
current experiments is to perfect 
hydrogen bombs. 
The blast is reported to have 
been far more powerful than ex­ 
pected 
But the granddaddy of 
them all is not expected to come 
until next month, although it could 
be touched off somewhat earlier if 
weather conditions are right 
The commission’s announcement 
Thursday night came after the rn 
d i e - active exposure incident had 
been disclosed in letters Marine 
Cpl. Don Whitaker wrote to Ins 
mother, Mrs. G. R 
Whitaker of 
Cincinnati, Ohio. 
One member of the joint eon 
gressional committee said privat j- 
ly that he feared the incident is 
just what the Russians need to 
charge that the United States is 
recklessly exposing innocent peo­ 
ple to death or injury. 
It would 
be used to back up its American 
warmonger charges. 
Other members were critical of 
the AEC for letting the story leak 
from

untrained, 
uninformed 
source. 
They said the AEC should 
have made the facts public prom pt­ 
ly. 
None of them were inclined to 
demand any scalps about the bandi 
ing of the test, however.

was some feeling the experimenters 
have been lucky there haven’t been 
some real mishaps before this.
